2. Citations and explanations: 

(1) Claims 1-23 the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the following: 

Himmel teaches searchable repositories of bookmark sets are stored in a computer system, each bookmark set can be 
downloaded to a client browser as a unit. A search query from a client containing a set of keywords is received, the stored bookmark 
sets are searched for one or more bookmark sets associated with at least one keyword matching a keyword from the search query. A list 
of bookmark sets which satisfy the query, i.e. are associated with matching keywords, are returned to the client browser. Responsive to 
a request for downloading a selected bookmark set, the selected bookmark is served to the client. 

However Himmel does not expressly teach a system database for storing queries used to retrieve information from the 
Internet pertaining \o the stored queries, queries being input by users of the system; a search engine for providing additional queries 
based on information uploaded from other users; and an information exchange for receiving information obtained from at least one ot 
information providers and the other user and for directing the received information to specific ones of the users based on the users 
queries. 

Claims 1-23 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4) and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
